British Not Sympathetic. 
British military chiefs in Wash- 
ington, who would inevitably have 
a voice in the decision, are not 
sympathetic to the cargo plane 
proposal.

23 (AP).—The Japanese, in the 
first aggressive thrust toward Aus- 
tralia since their smashing ‘Coral 
Sea defeat, have gained a new 
foothold on the -Northeas§, New 
Guinea coast, 100 miles from the 
Allied outpost of Port Moresby. 
Under a bombing and strafing 
assault from Allied planes, the 
enemy put ashore a force of be- 
tween 1500 and 2500 troops Wednes- 
day at Gona Mission, near Buna 
on the Papuan Peninsula and 150 
miles southeast of Japanese-held 
Salamaua. 


Gen. MacArthur’s headquarters 
announced that this landing, in an 
area where there are no Allied 
forces, cost the Japanese a large 
transport and a landing barge 
sunk and a seaplane shot down. 
The Allies lost two fighters. 
Allied airmen first sighted the 
small, southbound Japanese con- 
voy picking its way along the 
island-dotted New Guinea coast 
just before dark Tuesday. They 
attacked immediately, scoring hits 
on the transport which later sank, 
and resumed the assault when the 
invaders started going ashore early 
Wednesday.

Canberra said the Japanese had 
been working like beavers to car- 
ry out further incursions.

The J-25 type 
is not armored, although recently 
in the Libyan campaign, when 
these transport machines were 
fired on by fighter planes, Nazi 
soldiers fired machine guns at 
their attackers out of the win- 
dows. 


The type of large cargo flying 
boat contemplated by the Navy 
would not carry armament, ex- 
cept possibly machine guns, But 
when a fleet of these cargo planes 
approached a combat area they 
woyld be met by a fighter escort, 
just as merchant ships nearing 
submarine-infested waters are met 
by convoying destroyers.

months ago. Since then, he 
added, the schedule of war spend- 
ing has been stepped up to 14 bil- 
lion dollars for the current fiscal 
year, while the House sliced about 
$2,400,000,000 from the tax total. 

“If the House bill were to be- 
come a law,” he said, “it would 
be necessary to borrow from the

*conomic soundness of our coun- 
try and our free. institutions. To 
the extent that we fail, we shall 
endangering the survival of all 
we are fighting to preserve.” 

Seeks Higher Income Tax. 
Compared with the House meas- 
wre, Morgenthau asked new indi- 
Vidual income taxes be boosted 
ftom $2,872,300,0000 to $3,228,000,- 

; additional corporate taxes, in- 

excess profits, increased 
$2,589,200,000 to $3,347,700,000; 
tevised excise taxes to be increased 
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from $816,800,000 to $1,253,700,- 
000; changes in estate and gift 
taxes to produce $316,100,000; and 
removal of “loopholes” to bring in 
another $601,500,000, 

Of most importance to the gen- 
eral public, Morgenthau requested 
a scale of personal income tax ex- 
emptions of $600 for single per- 
sons, $1200 for married persons, 
and $300 each for dependents. The 
present law is $750, $1500 and $400, 
and the House voted for $500, $1200 
and $400. 

Under. its scale of exemptions, 
the Treasury estimated that 26,- 
900,000 individuals would pay taxes 
next year, compared with 15,000,- 
000 under present law. 


Corporation Tax Plan. 


Aids said the Treasury’s specific 
corporate tax proposals were un- 
dergoing slight detail changes, but 
would be based on a 90 per cent 
excess profits tax, with the last 10 
per cent of the tax rate to be re- 
funded after the war. 
Morgenthau also .asked again 
for new excise taxes on soft 
drinks, candy and chewing gum, 
and increased rates on beer, wine, 
cigarets, gasoline, oil and trans- 
portation. He opposed a new tax 
of 5 per cent on freight and ex- 
press voted by the House. 

He repeated requests for man- 
datory joint income tax returns 
by married pairs, repeal of per- 
centage depletion allowances for 
oil companies, and repeal of in- 
come tax exemptions on interest 
from state and municipal bonds. 
He asked for the taxes in the name 
of the President’s program to hold 
down the cost of living. 
“Taxation,” he said, “does more 
than supply money to finance the 
war. ... war-time taxation also 
plays an important part in prevent- 
ing rapid and continued increases 
in the cost of living. Ceilings 
have been placed on prices. This 
fact may have caused many people 
to be unduly optimistic about the 
future of the cost of living. It 
cannot be too strongiy emphasized 
that if the price ceilings are to 
be maintained and rapid and con- 
tinuous price rises avoided, the 
pressure of the large and expand- 
ing volume of consumer purchas- 
ing power on the diminishing 
supply of goods must be reduced.” 
Morgenthau made only slight ref- 
erence to the sales tax, which some 
Congressmen have urged. 

He said of the Treasury's plan 
that “these proposals are sound 
and present the best sources for a 
revenue program of this size. They 
are based upon the principle of 
ability to pay, and they avoid such 
devices as a general sales tax, 
which would fall with the greatest 
impact upon those least able to 
bear the burden.” | 

The statement concluded with 
the declaration that “our accept- 
ance of sacrifice on the home front 
is a yardstick of our determination 
to win the war. ... In this kind 
of war, a tax bill can be a decisive 
battle.”

Charles Nagel Jr. J oins 
In Criticising Legion Shatt 


Architect Fears Proposed Monument Would 
Be ‘Another Marker in Graveyard 
of Our Civic Art.’ 


Charles Nagel Jr., architect and 
former member of the Municipal 
Art Commission, today added his 
criticism to that already made of 
the proposed American Legion 
monument for Memorial Plaza, ex- 
pressing fear that “it may serve 
as no more than another marker 
in the graveyard of our civic 
art.” 
_ Three members of the commis- 
sion, all artists, made known their 
disapproval of the proposed monu- 
ment last week when photographs 
of the final model for the 22-foot 
granite shaft and its sculpture 
were released to the public. The 
monument is the gift of the Monu- 
ment Builders of America, Inc. 
The monument builders’ associa- 
tion made a similar gift to Balti- 
more in 1939 over the protests of 
several members of the Baltimore 
Municipal Art Commission, which 
finally accepted it. The 
Post-Dispatch has learned that the 
Baltimore public, in general, paid 
little attention to the stone then 
or since. 
Observing that the design for 
the St. Louis monument has been 
defended on the ground that little 
time remains before the .unveiling 
date, Nagel asked: “Is St. Louis 
to be judged as looking «a gift 
horse impolitely in the mouth when. 
it intimates that the care with 
which the project is embarked may 
well be a more important element 
in its ultimate success than the 
completion date.” 

Dedicated at Convention. 
It is proposed to dedicate the 
monument Sept. 6 during the na- 
tional convention. here of the 
monument builders’ association. It 
was upon such an occasion three 
years ago that the organization 
unveiled its gift to Baltimore, at 
a cost of $1450, including side- 
walk, flagging and other embellish- 
ments, 
The design of the Baltimore 
shaft, which R. McGill Mackall, 
portrait painter and member of 
the Baltimore Municipal Art Com- 
mission, says was conceived by a 
“stonecutter,” consists of a simple 
column of granite, 11 feet tall and 


5 feet at the base, surmounted by 
a flame. The site is a half mile 
from the business district. 

“It is pretty bad,” said Mackall, 
“and at first we thumbed it down 
flatly. But the city charter says 
that, while the Mayor must con- 
sult the art commission, he need 
not be bound by its tastes. The 
city government didn’t want to 
offend a lot of voters. On the 
other hand, we don’t want a lot 
of stonecutter monuments around 
the city. The monument was cut 
in a local marble yard. The de- 
sign was improved a great deal, 
but the flame still looks like a 
cabbage or a snail or something.” 

A flame design also surmounts 
the proposed St. Louis shaft. 

‘Hard to Carve Fiame.’ 

“It is very hard to carve a 
flame,” said Laurence Hall Fowler, 
architect and another member of 
the \Baltimore art commission. 
“The trouble is that people attempt 
too much with the money they 
have. It might be better if they 
just put up a fine tablet.” 

In Columbus, where the monu- 
ment builders’ association in 1940 
dedicated stone benches to World 
War mothers, the public was re- 
ported “favorably impressed and 
grateful.” At Detroit, where the 
organization in 1941 put up a mon- 
ument symbolical of fellowship be- 
tweén the United States and Can- 
ada, there was no adverse com- 
ment. The monument is on Belle 
Isle in the Detroit River between 
Detroit and Windsor, — ‘ 

The St. Louis‘monument, whic 
commemorates the founding of the 
American Legion here in 1919, is 
to be erected on the open square 
between the Public Library and the 
Soldiers’ Memorial, a site which 
Nagel takes as an index to its 
importance. 

Nagel said the importance of the 
St. Louis project merited selection 
of an architect and sculptor by 
competition, or else appointment

tion on $6-a-Week Pay q 


Rise Demand. 


Striking AFL freight truck driv- 


ers returned to work today with 


assurance from the War Labor 
Board that it would act promptly 
to settle the controversy between 


the 3000 strikers, who are asking a 
$6-a-week pay increase, and the 110 
hauling companies, who have of- 
fered $3. 

. The unauthorized strike, which 
began Tuesday morning when 
members of the Teamsters’ and 
Chauffeurs’ Union, Locals 600 and 
729, ignored their officers’ pleas 
that they stay-on the job, ended 
late yesterday when the WLB tele- 
graphed the union that it had ac- 
cepted jurisdiction. 

Freight which had been accumu- 
lating on loading platforms at rail- 
road and truck terminals was be- 
ing moved out as rapidly as pos- 
sible today, although drayage com- 
panies said it would take two or 
three days to get back on schedule. 

War Plant Goods: Moving. 

The Army ordnance office said 
the 200 vital war plants in the 
area were receiving shipments. 
Some production schedules un- 
doubtedly were delayed by the two- 
day walkout; an Army officer said, 
but there will be no serious disrup- 
tion. 

Ben Gutman, chairman of the 
negotiating committee of the Asso- 
ciation of Team and Truck Owners, 
said the men would be paid at the 
old rate of $30 to $40 a week until 
some settlement is reached before 
the WLB. 

William F. White, Federal Con- 
ciliator, said it was likely any pay 
increase ordered by the WLB 
would be made retroactive to last 
Saturday, expiration date of a 
three-year contract. 

Offered to Move War Goods. 

Strikers who congregated near 
the garages or roamed the city in 
automobiles yesterday offered to 
move war materials without 
charge, but most of the owners 
were reluctant to turn their trucks 
over to the undisciplined rank- 
and-file strikers. 

Union shop stewards, who had 
joined the walkout, met at noon 
in a vacant building at 1629 North 
Fourteenth street. 

The stewards later told Army 
ordnance officers that they had 
voted to co-operate in moving crit- 
ically needed materials for war 
plants, and a few trucks were put 
in service shortly after noon. 

The strikers then began gather- 
ing at the headquarters of Local 
600 at 4111 Forest Park boulevard, 
awaiting some word from Wash- 
ington. 

When the WLB telegram, stat- 
ing that the board would act in 
the .controversy only if the men 
returned to work, arrived about 
5 o'clock, some 600 men crowded 
into the union hall to hear it read 
by Ted Cronin, business repre- 
sentative of the Teamsters’ Joint 
Council, No, 13.

WARSHIPS IN ALASKAN WA-

HIS hide-and-seek conflict in 
the North Pacific is a “strange” 
kind of warfare, and that’s of- 
ficial. The communiques have said 
so. If you want to go ahead and 
call it weird, fantastic or night- 
marish, nobody in these task 
forces will hurl any accusations of 
overstatement 
. Not the least strange thing about 
it is that at any minute it could 
turn into good old-fashioned sea 
warfare. Battle lines could start 
slugging it out, toe to toe, up here. 
And this without let or hindrance 
from that infernal nuisance, the 
airplane, which has done so much 
in other theaters to’ relegate good 
old-fashioned sea warfare to limbo. 
There are airplanes around here, 
of course. A good many of ours, 
no doubt, and possibly a good 
many of the Japs’. At any time, 
through one of those blue rifts that 
open so unexpectedly in the sodden 
overcast, there might come roaring 
a flock of enemy dive-bombers 
fand-or torpedo planes. Under cer- 
tain circumstances we should find 
this embarrassing. So would the 
enemy, if it happened to him, as 
it quite as easily could. 


Ships May Meet. 

On the other hand, and more 
likely, there may loom from that 
cheese-thick fogbank brushing wa- 
ter a few hundred. yards off our 
port bow, anything from a subma- 
riné to the whole Japanese fleet. 
In such case, pyrotechnics would 
have to be of a strictly sea-going 
nature. There aren’t any nice 
blue rifts, just now, nor have there 
been for some time. 

There has been “give and take” 
up here, as the communiques 
have also revealed, theugh only in 
broadest outline. There'll be more 
of the same. This is as inevitable 
as geography itself—the kind of 
geography that shrinks the world 
of northern latitudes into a place 
where the twain must meet jf only 
because there isn’t room to avoid 
each other. 

If anything is obvious in this 
perennially shrouded region of in- 
terminable fog and rain squall, it 
is this: There are no military se- 
crets about the explosive implica- 
tions of the present situation. They 
are written all over the map. The 
Japs bombed Dutch Harbor. They 
occupied Attu, Kiska, and now Ag- 
attu.

Tank Handbook. 

Some details of the 1942 model 
panzer division are provided in a 
handbook on tank warfare written 
by Capt. Kauffmann, on the staff 
of Col. Gen. Heinz Guderian, Ger- 
mMany’s leading tank’ expert. It 
was prepared on the basis of the 
lessons the Nazis learned in Po- 
land and France, and has been 
given Guderian’s blessing as a 
manual for what he called “our 
beautiful weapon,” 

German strategists, according to 
the handbook, have resisted sug- 
gestions from those who saw tank 
warfare in terms of naval battles; 
that is, tank against tank. In- 
stead, the panzer is designed still 
to paralyze enemy defenses, but 
the methods have changed. 

In the initial phases the attack, 
the manual says, should be made 
by motorized or armored infantry 
advancing under artillery cover. 
Their task is to confuse and divert 
enemy defensive measures and set 
the stage for the panzer onslaught. 

Experience has shown that ac- 
tual tank advances under an ar- 
tillery barrage are not .-successful, 


‘according to the manual. Hither 


the barrage is too slow and holds 
up the tanks or it moves in leaps 
and loses contact with the enemy 
forces. 


Role of Artillery. 

Artillery plays a large role, how- 
ever, in protecting vulnerable 
flanks or advancing tank columns, 
according to Nazi conceptions. It 
is, likewise, moved into position 
to deal with any “islands of re- 
sistance” which may be discov- 
ered in the course of the advance. 

Highly mobile artillery was one 
of the features Field Marshal Er- 
win Rommel exploited to the full- 
est in the Libyan-Egyptian fight- 
ing. British experts say that Kauff- 
mann’s picture of tank tactics cor- 
responds closely with the opera- 
tions they have experienced in the 
desert. 

To achieve this combination of 
hard-hitting, fast-moving armored 
units; the Germans have discarded 
altogether their lightest tanks, cut 
down the number of Mark IIs 
from 160 to 65 in each division, 
increased the Mark III mediums 
from 72 to 106 with 50-mm. guns 
instead of the earlier 37s: The 
heavy Mark [IVs have been re 
duced from 66 to 30. — 

The original Nazi panzer divi- 
sions had 416 tanks. The new 
ones, as outlined in Kauffmann’s 
manual, has only 201. 

The British recognize the mili- 
tary wisdom of most of these 
changes and have moved in that 
direction themselves although the 
process is not yet as completely 
developed. American armored di- 
visions have altered little from the 
original conception,

He talked with former 
Gov. Alfred EB. Smith. He talked with Mr. Farley, 
who is strongly behind Attorney General James J. 
Bennett Jr. He talked with Senator Robert F. 
Wagner. Indeed, he gave time to a whole parade 
of New York Democratic political leaders whose 
only major common business could have been to 
discuss the question of the party’s nominee for 
Governor. 

Moreover, the candidacy of Mr. Bennett was so far 
developed that only the intervention of the Presi- 
dent could have changed the situation materially. 
More than enough delegates to nominate were 
pledged to him a month ago with the result that the 
Bennett backers were waiting for the convention as 
not much more than a formality. That Senator 
Mead had no intention of running until now is made 
clear by his own statement that Mr. Farley “had a 
right heretofore to believe that I would not become 
a candidate.” There is no doubt he was put into 
the race by the President, who now openly supports 
him. 

Two reasons are ascribed for the President’s use 
of précious time as Commander-in-Chief for mixing 
in the politics of one of the 48 states. One is that 
he wishes to prevent Mr. Farley's return to power 
in the Democratic party. The other is that he wishes 
to have the strongest possible Democratic candidate 
in order to defeat Thomas E. Dewey and thus to 
lessen Mr. Dewey’s chances as a Republican presi- 
dential contender in 1944. 

The President’s motive is doubtless a blend of 
both, but individually or collectively these reasons 
do not remotely justify his intervention. Mr. Roose- 
velt heads the American people in the greatest crisis 
in their history. He is no longer merely a Demo- 
cratic leader. He is the leader of citizens of all 
parties and of no party. They look to him for 
example and direction. And yet what example and 
direction does he give them when he induces a 
valuable United States Senatpr, whose term does not 
expire until 1947, to go back to his State and run 
for Governor? 

The example he sets is plain as day. It declares 
in effect that politics is not adjourned, that, wat 
or no war, partisanship still rules, that political 
maneuverings now with a long eye to the future are | 
fair enough. 

Are they? Before we plan the presidential elec- 
tion of 1944, had we better not plan the war cam- 
paign of 1942 and 1943—and do our utmost to win 
it? Is it not wiser to do first things first—to make 
sure that we have a presidential election in 1944, 
is it not a proper precaution to make sure that our 
free system of government is not lost meantime? 

Senator Mead is a good man, but his candidacy is 
a demoralizing political development.

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A MODERN VERSION OF VICTOR HUGO. 

Victor Hugo, great French writer of the nine- 
teenth century, told the story of a gunner who let a 
cannon break loose below deck during a storm. 
Very graphically, Hugo described the 10,000-pound 
wheeled weapon’s wild charges from side to side 
of the rolling ship, killing several men, driving 
others to the top deck, staving holes in the wooden 
sides, hammering the bases of the masts. 

Just as destruction of the vessel appeared.a mat- 
ter of minutes, the negligent gunner, of his own 
accord, went below to match his wits and agility 
with the murderous inanimate object. With an iron 
bar and a rope, he finally succeeded in jamming a 
wheel and making the cannon fast. The ship’s com- 
pany was assembled, The gunner was rewarded: with 
a medal for his heroism and then punished by a 
firing squad for his negligence. 

Robert St. John, NBC correspondent speaking 
from London, told a story the other day that is a 
modern version of Hugo’s story without the tragic 
ending. Bert Derbridge, a British soldier “who 
always hated the water,” was on a gargo ship loaded 
with tanks. The ship struck bad weather. Some of 
the tanks broke loose from their fastenings. The 
great steel monsters “charged back and forth, just 
‘as if they were already in action against the enemy.” 

Officers decided the tanks might smash through 
the sides of the ship. They called for a volunteer. 
Bert Derbridge stepped forward. As St. John said, 
“It was a job for a man with the guts of a com- 
mando, the dodging ability of a bull fighter.” How

“I have kept the faith. I have 
no fear of the consequences. I 
have no fear of purges and World 
New Deal inquisitors. The voters 
will give them their answer: at 
the polls.” 

\Ploeser said he could name many 

Congressmen subjected to an at- 
tempted “purge” by New Dealers 
and disloyal Republicans. “It 
isn’t because we were so-called 
isolationists or non-intervention- 
ists before the war.

ministration’g regional office at 
Dallas, Tex., told several hundred 
St. Louis wholesalers and jobbers 
at a luncheon at Hotel Jefferson 
today.

At a session on consumers’ dur- 
able goods yesterday, Bryant was 
asked by a manufacturer about 
treatment to be given a favored 
customer who was able to buy 
merchandise last March at a lower 
price than other customers. .“If 
it was a good practice to favor 
him in March it is a good practice 
now,” said Bryant. “Your maxi- 
mum March price to that customer 
is your ceiling price for him.” 

W. V. Womack, chiefeof the re- 
gional food section, was discussion 
leader at another meeting. He was 
asked what a manufacturer should 
do to obtain relief if his ceiling 
price resulted in a deficit. 

“If a certain article representing 
oniy a small percentage of your 
total volume must be sold at a 
loss, then you have little chance 
of relief,” Womack said. “But if 
you must sell at a loss an article 
which represents a substantial por- 
tion of your business, then you can 
file a petition with OPA at Wash- 
ington and request relief.” 

T. M. Rothschild of Washington, 
chief of the textile section of OPA, 
addressing yesterday’s luncheon, 
said: “Unfortunately OPA cannot 
be 100 per cent right every time, 
but if by price control we have 
already saved the taxpayers of this 
country 61: billion dollars, it is 
worth a few mistakes.”

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Says Most Manufacturers) 
Have Met Increased Liv- | 
@ ing Cost Already. 


NEW YORK, July 23 (AP).—The 
National Association of Manufac- 
turers said today more than two- 
thirds. of the nation’s manufactur- 
ing industries already had met or 
exceeded by wage increases the 15 
per cent rise in living costs since 
January, 1941, 

Warning manufacturers against 


making wage increases which 
might “violate” the formula an- 
nounced last Thursday by the Na- 
tional War Labor Board in the 
“Little Steel” wage increase or- 
der, the association said: 

“The disastrous inflationary ef- 
fects of general blanket wage in- 
creases at this time can be avoid- 
ed by careful adherence to the 
policies advocated by the War La- 
bor Board in its recently promul- 
gated formula for adjusting wage 
increases to the cost of living in- 
dex, 

“The board specifically said that 
if wages have increased as much 
as the cost of living, 15 per cent 
being the natiorial average since 
Jan. 1, 1941, no further wage in- 
crease is economically sound, but 
would in fact be inflationary. 

“A survey of all manufacturing 
industry reveals that 67.8 per cent 
increased their wages more than 
15.7 per cent between January, 
1941, and April, 1942, the base pe- 
riod established by the War Labor 
Board in weighing the need for 
wage adjustments. ' 

“Patriotic manufacturers, now 
studying the effect of the War La- 
bor Board formula as it relates to 
their individual plants, should con- 
sider the harm to the country as a 
whole if they should grant wage 
increases which will bring on in- 
creased purchasing power above 
that specified by the War Labor 
Board, and cause breaks in the 
price ceilings.” 

The WLB formally ordered a 
wage increase of 44 cents a day 
for 157,000 employes of the "Little 
Steel” companies—Bethlehem, Re- 
public, Youngstown Sheet & Tube 
and Inland—and established a na- 
tional wage stabilization policy de- 
signed to maintain labor’s pur- 
chasing power at the January, 1941, 
levels. 

The association said the decision 
“virtually invites wage demands 
from those whose wages have not 
‘increased since January, 1941, as 
much as living costs.”

These words of mine are almost 
useless, I know. They will van- 
ish like words of smoke in a wind- 
blown sky. You may not read 
them. If You'do, you will forget 
them tomorrow or the day after 
tomorrow. But if you read them 
now, then try somehow to visual- 
ize, in terms of everyday and 
seemingly endless . application, 
what sacrifices the Russian peo- 
ple are still making and the colos- 
sal price which they still pay to 
defend their lands and homes. 

If you can sense this price, even 
a little more clearly, and if you 
will remember that here, for the 
fourteenth month they fight alone, 
then you may conceive in some 
measure how terribly and excru- 
ciatingly much the opening of a 
second Allied front in Western 
Europe before October would 
mean to the Russia’s sorely tried 
and long-suffering soldiers and 
civilians. . 


No Halfway Steps. 

For the Russians, everything is 
a matter of life or death. For 
them there can be. no halfway 
measures or compromises. . For 
them there exists no way but to 
fight on so long as human bodies 
and the human spirit can endure. 
For them there is only blood, 
sweat and tears such as neither 
Britain nor any other Allied 
nation, except China, has yet 
known by even a fraction. 

For the Russians, too, until a 
second front is created in Europe 
they fight alone. Does it seem 
either morally right or even phys- 
ically justifiable to ask these peo- 
ple to carry this huge and crush- 
ing burden alone for another six 
months or a year? Under the 
same circumstances, would you 
and every other American be pre- 
pared to fight alone in this fashion 
for another six months? 

If you can conceive only a little 
of. what any reporter in Russia 
can portray with the most hopeless 
inadequacy abeut what the Rus- 
sian people are paying to fight 
on and on, then you can find only 
one answer in your mind and 
heart. If you can conceive—but 


that seems the almost hopeless 
barrier.

since they draw $1000 each month 
during the first year of service, 
$1100 the second and $1200 the 
third year. But some of them see 
the time coming when the civilian 
pilots will be replaced by Cana- 
dian and British service men.

Most of the civilian pilots are a 
dashing, carefree lot. They play 
hard between trips, although some 
live as quietly as ultra-conserva- 
tive businessmen.

There’s Duke Schiller, for ex- 
ample. Duke’s 40 years old. He's 
considered too old for combat duty 
but not for the ferry service.

T was the business of the War 

Labor Board in the “Little Steel” 

case to establish a practical 
working rule for carrying out the 
third of the seven points in the 
President’s anti-inflation program 
of April 27: “We must stabilize the 
remuneration received by indi- 
viduals for their work.” 


In order to understand what the 
board has done, the ‘crucial thing 
to bear in mind is that it has taken 
“remuneration for work” to mean 
the rate of pay for.an hour’s work. 
The board, quite’ properly, was not 
concerned ‘with the total earnings 
of a worker, with the amount-of 
money. in his week’s. pay- envelope. 


It was concerned with hig “remu-/ 


neration”—with the rate of 


pay 
for each hour of work. And it is| 


this hourly rate of pay that the 
board has “stabilized.” 


In giving practical. meaning. to 
the word “stabilize,” the board had 


to make a judgment on the broad |. 


grounds of equity. The board might 
have said that the hourly wage 
rate on April 27 should stay put 
unless the cost of living index rises 
after April 27. The board found, 
however, that for 16 months, from 
Jan. 1, 1941, up to April 27, 1942, 


the cost of living had risen 15 per |. 


cent—whereas for a long. period 
before Jan. 1, 1941, the cost of liv- 
ing had been fairly stable. The 
board, therefore, decided it was 
fairer to stabilize hourly wage 
rates as of the stabler period, thus 
allowing for the fact that the coun- 
try could have, but infact had 
not, prevented the cost of living 
from rising 15 per cent. 


In view of the fact that labor 
had renounced the right to strike 
before Congress and the Adminis- 
tration and the country got around 
to stabilizing the cost of living, 


the justice of this ruling is evident. |’ 


« = # 


N estimating the effects of the 

decision we must continue to 
keep clearly in mind that what the 
board has stabilized is the hourly 
rate of pay. It has not frozen the 
income of the wage earners. If 
they work longer hours, they will 
have a larger income. Nor has the 
board frozen the standard of liv- 
ing so as to guarantee to the wage 
earners that they will be able to 
consume as much of the same 
goods as they did in time of peace. 
What the board has said is that 
for an hour’s work the pay shall 
theoretically be enough to buy at 
Henderson prices the same goods 
that hourly pay bought 18 months 
ago. 

But this is very different from 
saying that the board has ruled 
that the purchasing power of 
workers shall be maintained at the 
peacetime standard of 1941. For 
example, if it took a worker, who 
was paid a dollar an hour, 12 min- 
utes to earn enough to buy one 
gallon of 20-cent gasoline in 1941, 
then under the board’s ruling he 
must be able to earn a gallon of 
gasoline in 12 minutes. But that 
does not mean he will be able to 
buy ag many gallons as he did in 
1941. It means only that the very 
few gallons he is able to buy will 
continue to cost him 12 minutes’ 
work per gallon, Like everyone 
else, he is subject to rationing and 
to taxation and perhaps later to 
compulsory saving.

CHILDREN ARE never alike 
in their requirements.

light rays. Your eye doctor is the 
person to advise you as to what 
type and color lens your eyes need, 
The green-tinted lenses—green, yel- 
low-green or blue-green, are usual- 
ly preferable for most purposes. 
But are sunglasses necessary? 
They keep you from squinting in 
bright sunlight; they may prevent 
headaches and the eye redness and 
smarting that are often caused by 
sun glare. Over exposure of the 


eyes to sunlight, such as watching - 


an eclipse with insufficient eye 
protection, may — damage 
the retina. 


In general, the question of 
whether or not to wear sunglasses 
depends on your eye coloring and 
where you are. If you are,a 
brunette with dark brown eyes, 
with no special sensitivity to light, 
you may not need sunglasses ex- 
cept in an unusually bright light. 
Even then, if you are not bothered, 
they may not be necessary. But 
in the tropics, or if you spend a 
lot of time at white beaches, driv- 
ing on glaring white roads, or 
hours fishing where there is extra 
reflection from the water, sun- 
glusses are advisable. 

The average person with blue 
eyes has less eye pigment than 
blunettes. There is no actual blue 
pigment in the eye; there is just 
less brownish pigment and the blue 
color is an effect produced by re- 
flection of the blue rays of light. 
Blue eyes are more sensitive to 
bright light, and every blue-eyed 
person should wear glasses at the 
beach, on water, while driving or 
in the tropics. On city streets, only 
fair-skinned persons who are very 
senstive to light, need sunglasses. 

What about sunglasses for those 
who wear regular glasses? Should 
they have their “eye prescription” 
ground up in a sunglass? 
do it. This is a question for the 
eye physician to decide—he can 
tell you what lenses are best for 
your particular eye condition.

THE INGENUITY of many .

to get a colon tube 
past the sigmoid colon; the far- 
thest that anyone has gotten is 12 
inches. The rest of them simply 
curl up in the first few inches. 

If a cathartic is to be taken, the 
safest is liquid petrolatum. It has 
no irritating qualities such as sa- 
lines and the vegetable cathartics, 
such as aloes. It actually pro- 
duces peristaltic movements and 
does not produce a habit because 
tolerance is not formed. The only 
objection to the use of liquid pet- 
rolatum is that it prevents the ab- 
sorption of some of the vitamins, 

Curtis and Horton, of the Uni- 
versity of Michigan, have shown 
that amounts of liquid petrolatum 
as small as 15 to 30 c.c. are able 
to remove all the carotene from a 
normal diet if the oil comes into 
contact with food containing caro- 
tene, Even this objection, however, 


is not serious if the drug is used 


only once or twice a week,

NE glance at the three cos- 

tumes which have been 

sketched is likely to cause sus- 
picious questioning as to their ac- 
ceptability under Government reg- 
ulations so perhaps it is best to 
start this off with an explanation.

Two-piece dresses which look 
like jacket dresses are heralded 
as an important style for late sum- 
mer and early autumn. They sug- 
gest the suit but are much dressier 
in appearance. Skirts are at- 
tached to camisole tops, just as 
they were when the two-piece dress 
of World War days was the vogue. 
Overblouses usually are cut to 
look like jackets although the mid- 
dy theme which is on the way is 


a variation from this general rule. 

Materials which are featured in 
St. Louis are sheer crepes, usually 
in the dark tones such as brown 
or black. It is significant to note 
the amount of brown which is be- 
ing shown. Usually one finds that 
black has a monopoly upon ad- 
vance fall clothes but in war times 
many prefer a color—hence the 
popularity of brown.

West was discovered to hold aclub 
stopper. This was serious, since 
declarer also had a spade loser. 
After profound cogitation. South 
evidently decided that his only 
hope depended on getting help 
from the enemy. Hence, he led 
the spade jack, praying that West 
had the king or queen and would 
fail to cover. This would permit 
declarer to take another finesse 
against West’s honor and discard 


a club on the spade ace. Unfortu-. 


nately for South, however, West 
knew when to cover an honor. He 
promptly covered the jack and 
from that point on declarer was 
helpless. 

The only fact declarer needed to 
know in this deal was revealed on 
the opening lead. West’s opening 
of the diamond king was pretty 
fair evidence that West also held 
the diamond queen. When the 
course of play disclosed that West 
would have to guard his club stop- 
per as well as hold the diamond 
queen over dummy’s jack, declarer 
should have made an effort to 
visualize the end position. What 
would happen (he should have 
asked himself) if he ran off every 
trump, until his own hand was re- 
duced to Q-10 of club and J-4 of 
spades? Well, obviously West 
would have to keep the diamond 
queen and the J-x of clubs, hence 
could retain only one other card. 
Meanwhile dummy could keep the 
diamond jack (a constant threat to 
West), two clubs and the spade 
ace. 

Now, if declarer led a spade to 
the ace, West would have to relin- 
quish his one and only “free” card. 
The stage then would be set for a 
very simple play: Lead the dia- 
mond jack, knowing it must put 
West on lead and knowing it must 
force a club return from the J-x 
up to the K-10.
